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One m an was killed, one other seriously injured but ex-j 
pected to recover, and 14 others suffered painful burns, lacer­ 
ations and other injuries in an explosion at the Rohm & Haas 
Company plant here last night. 
W indows were shattered in two buildings, and a section 
of brickwork was blown out on the third floor of the building 
in which the explosion occurred. 
The force of the explosion was felt over a radius of five* 
miles of Bristol, reports being received of the shock having 
been felt in Emilie, Edgely, Hulmeville, and adjacent territory. 
I he d e a d : 
Thomas Neely, aged 41 years, of Chandler street, Rock­ 
ledge. 
The dead man, I homas Neely, was employed as a chem­ 
ical operator. It was known as firemen were fighting the blaze 
and as a search was being made for injured that Neely was 
missing. It was some time before workers were able to locate 
Neely, his lifeless body being taken from the debris some time 
later. It is believed that death had been instantaneous, but his 
body was considerably burned. Identification was made from a 
wrist watch and from identifying characteristics. The body 
was removed to the IVloiden morgue.
